I.— THE  CORPORATION. 

1.  The  inhabitants  of  the  town  and  peninsula  of 
Halifax  are  constituted  a  bodv  politic  and  corporate,  by 
the  name  of  the  City  of  Halifax. 

2.  They  shall,  as  a  corporation,  have  perpetual  suc-

3.  The  town  and  peninsula  of  Halifax,  and  all  docks, 
quays,  wharves,  slips  and  erections,  connected  with  its 
shores,  shall  be  included  in  and  called  the  City  of  Halifax. 

4.  The  city  of  Halifax  is  divided  into  six  wards,  the 
boundaries  of  which  are  as  follows  : 

Commences  on  the  harbor  of  Halifax  at 
a  point  reached  by  the  centre  line  of  Morris  street,  extended 
into  the  harbor;  thence  westerly  by  the  centre  line  of

to  the  northern  boundary  line  of  Ward  Number  One,  thence 
easterly  by  the  northern  boundary  line  of  said  Ward  One 
to  the  harbor  of  Halifax  ;  thence  northerly  by  the  shore  of 
said  harbor  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Number  Three.  Commences  on  the  harbor  at  a  point 
reached  by  the  centre  line  of  Jacob  street,  extended  into 
the  harbor ;  thence  westerly  by  the  centre  line  of  Jacob 
street  to  Brunswick  street ;  thence  northerly  bv  the  centre 
line  of  Brunswick  street  to  Cogswell  street ;  thence  westerly 
by  the  centre  line  of  Cogswell  street  to  the  road  over  the 
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common  and  Quinpool  road  to  the  North  West  Arm  on  the 
north  shore  of  the  land  known  as  Horseshoe  island  ;  thence 
south  by  the  shore  of  the  Aim  to  the  northern  boundary  of 
Ward  Number  Two ;  thence  easterly  by  said  northern 
boundary  to  the  harbor  of  Halifax  ;  thence  northerly  by 
the  shore  of  the  harbor  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Number  Four.  Commences  on  the  harbor  of  Halifax  at  Boundaries. 
a  point  reached  by  the  centre  line  of  Cornwallis  street,  ex- 
tended into  the  harbor  ;  thence  westerly  by  the  centre  line 
of  Cornwallis  street  to  North  Park  street ;  thence  north- 
erly by  the  centre  line  of  North  Park  street  to  Cunard 
street ;  thence  westerly  by  the  centre  line  of  Cunard  street 
to  Windsor  street;  thence  northerly  by  the  centre  line  of 
Windsor  street  to  Chebucto  road  ;  thence  westerly  by  the 
centre  line  of  Chebucto  road  to  the  shores  of  the  North- 
west Arm,  on  the  south  side  of  the  North-west  Arm  bridge  ;

northern  boundary  of  Ward  Number  Four  to  the  harbor  ; 
thence  northerly  by  the  shore  of  the  harbor  to  the  place  of 
beginning. 

Number  Six.  Commences  at  the  starting  point  afore- Boundaries, 
said  for  the  boundary  of  Ward  Number  Five  ;  thence 
westerly  by  the  northern  boundary  of  said  Ward  to  Che- 
bucto road  aforesaid,  and  by  the  centre  line  of  said  road  to 
the  North-west  Arm  bridge  ;  thence  northerly  and  easterly 
by  the  centre  line  of  the  Dutch  Village  road  to  the  shore  of 
Bedford  Basin  at  a  point  formed  by  a  line  drawn  at  right 
angles  from  the  junction  of  the  Dutch  Village  road  with  the 
road  along  the  basin,  known  as  the  Windsor  road,  extended 
into  the  basin  at  the  Three  Mile  House  ;  thence  southerly  by 
the  shore  of  the  basin  and  harbor  of  Halifax  to  the  place 
of  beginning.

twro  thousand  dollars  beyond  the  amount  of  my  just  debts, 
and  that  I  have  not  obtained  the  same  by  fraud  or  collusion 
to  qualify  myself  for  office  ;  and  I  swear  that  I  will  faith- 
fully perform  the  duties  while  I  hold  the  office,  with 
diligence  and  impartiality,  to  the  best  of  my  ability.  So 
help  me  God.

or  absent  from  the  city,  or  otherwise  unable  to  preside,  the

TITLE    III. 

LAW,  POLICE  AND  PUNISHMENTS. 
I. — Recorder   and    Stipendiary    Magistrate. 

131.  The  recorder  shall  be  a  barrister  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Nova  Scotia,  of  at  least  five  years'  standing,  and 
shall  receive  a  salary  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  a  year. 
Before  entering  upon  office  he  shall  be  approved  of  by  the 
Governor,  and  sworn  before  the  Governor  or  Chief  Justice, 
or  any  judge  of  the  Supreme  Court,  to  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  his  duties. 

132.  The  recorder  shall  afford  legal  advice  and  assist- 
ance to  the  mayor  and  council  of  the  city  in  the  performance 
of  their  respective  offices,  and  when  requisite,  in  the 
business  of  the  police  court ;  shall  attend  all  meetings  of 
the  city  council  when  required,  and  shall  take  charge  and 
management  of  all  legal  business  connected  with  the  affairs 
of  the  city,  shall  draft  and  revise  all  legal  documents 
required  by  the  city,  and  shall  act  as  counsel  and  attorney 
for  the  city  in  any  suit  in  the  provincial  courts  to  which 
the  corporation  is  a  party. 

133.  There  shall  be  a  stipendiary  magistrate  for  the 
city  of  Halifax,  who  shall  be  a  barrister  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Nova  Scotia,  and  of  not  less  than  five  years' 
standing,  and  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor-in- 
Council,  and  shall  not  fill  any  other  office  or  practice  his 
profession.

magistrate  dining  said  illness  or  temporary  absence.  Such 
deputy  shall  be  appointed  from  a  list  of  three  persons 
placed  before  the  Governor-in-Council  by   the  stipendiary 
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magistrate,  having  the  same  qualifications  as  required  for 
the  office  of  stipendiary  magistrate,  and  all  the  powers  of 
such  deputy  shall  cease  and  determine  upon  the  recovery 
or  return  of  the  stipendiary  magistrate,  except  as  to  any 
causes  remaining  undetermined  at  the  date  of  such  recovery 
or  return. 

II. — City  Court. 

137.  There  shall  be  a  court  for  the  trial  of  civil  causes,  city  civil  court, 
which  shall  be  presided  over  by  the  stipendiary  magistrate, 

or  by  the  deputy  stipendiary  magistrate  in  the  cases  in 
section  J  36  provided.

accounts  stated  and  settled  previous  to  suit ;  and  all  such 
civil  causes,  where  the  amount  originally  due  has  been 
reduced  to  eighty  dollars  or  less  by  payments  of  cash.

costs,  or  for  the  balance  due  him  as  the  case  may  be,  pro- 
vided said  balance  does  not  exceed  eighty  dollars.

If  any  persons  are  discovered  defacing  or  injuring 
the  exterior  of  any  house,  building  or  fence,  or  the  shutters 
or  other  appendages  thereof,  or  in  writing  any  obscene  or 
profane  words  on  any  wall,  fence  or  building,  the  special 
constables  shall  exercise  the  same  power  as  herein  given  in 
case  of  injury  to  trees.

III. — Audit  and  Accounts. 

202.  The  council  shall  appoint  a  fit  and  proper  person  Auditor,  ap- 
as  auditor  for  the  city  of  Halifax,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  top°'

April  following. 

264.  The  income  and  expenditure   of  each   year  shall  separate  and  dis- 
be  kept   distinct   and   separate,  and  separate  and  distinct bekeptc<n 
accounts  of  each  year's  receipts  and  payments  shall  be  kept 

in  the  books  of  the  city,  and  separate  bank  accounts  shall

dated Fund."  It  shall  consist  of  stocks  or  shares  and 
debentures  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  each, 
which  the  city  of  Halifax  may,  under  the  direction  of  the 
city  council,  dispose  of  from  time  to  time  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  one  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars.

sealed  with  the'  seal  of  the  city  of  Halifax,  which  said 
certificate  may  be  in  the  form  of  schedule  No.  1  appended 
to  this  title. 

Book  of  registry.  276.  The  city  treasurer  shall  register  in  a  book  kept 
for  the  purpose  all  shares  or  stock  of  the  consolidated  fund 
above  mentioned  as  they  are  disposed  of,  and  also  the  name 
of  each  individual  person,  or  firm  of  persons,  or  corporation 
who  may  have  subscribed  for  any  of  said  shares  or  stock  ; 
and  where  such  subscriber  shall  transfer  or  make  over  his 
or  their  shares  to  a  third  party,  such  transfer  shall  be  made 
in  the  office  of  said  city  treasurer,  in  a  book  or  register  to 
be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose,  and  to  which  access  may 
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be  had  by  interested  parties  on  demand  and  payment  of 
twenty -five  cents  to  the  city  treasurer.  Such  shares  and 
stock  are  and  shall  be  transferable  in  manner  aforesaid, 
and  the  subscriber  or  transferee  last  enregistered  as  herein- 
before prescribed  shall  be  held  to  be  prima  facie  the 
creditor  of  the  city  for  the  amount  of  such  shares  or  stock. 

277.  The  said  debentures  may  be  issued  to  the  extent  issue  of  deben- 
of  nine  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  payable  in 
twenty-five  years,  and  shall  have  coupons  attached  for  the 
payment  of  interest  half  yearly  at  a   rate  not  exceeding  interest.

lected with  the  like  remedies  by  any  person  who  may  sue 
therefor,  and  shall  be  liable  to  the  city  of  Halifax  at  any 
time  within  ten  years  from  the  commission  of  the  offence, 
for  the  full  amount  of  any  such  stock  certificate  or  deben- 
ture so  illegally  issued  or  used.

The  city  council  of  the  city  of  Halifax  shall  have 

c'the  right  to  call  in  and  pay  off  any  or   all   sums  of  money 

borrowed  on  permanent  stock   since  the   sixteenth   day  of 

April,  A.  D.  1888,  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  fifteen 

years  from  the  issuing  of  the  same   on   giving  one   year's 
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notice  of  their  intention  so  to  do,  by  advertisement  in  the 
Royal  Gazette,  published  at  Halifax,  for  three  months,  but 
if  the  address  of  the  party  is  registered  under  said  Act, 
then  by  notice  mailed  to  said  address.

V. — Provisions  as  to  City  Debts. 

286.  The  city  council  of  Halifax  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  if  it  should  deem  it  advisable  to  invest  from 
time  to  time  in  government  debentures  and  the  consolidated 
fund  of  the  city  of  Halifax,  the  sinking  fund  now  belonging 
to  the  city  of  Halifax,  and  any  additions  that  may  hereafter 
be  made  thereto,  provided  that  the  interest  or  income  arising 
from  such  investments  shall  not  be  less  than  four  per  cent, 
per  annum. 

287.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  city  council  to  borrow 
on  the  credit  of  the  city  any  sum  of  money  whatever, 
unless  authorized  by  some  Act  of  the  legislature.  In  case 
hereafter  any  debt  shall  be  incurred  or  money  he  expended 
by  the  city  council,  or  under  their  authority,  beyond  the 
amount  limited  by  law  or  specially  provided  for  by  an  Act 
of  the  legislature,  the  members  of  the  city  council  incurring 
such  debt  or  authorizing  such  expenditure,  shall  be  jointly 
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and  severally  liable  therefor  ;  but  such  debt  shall  not  be 
recoverable  from  the  city  ;  provided,  nevertheless,  that  no 
member  of  the  city  council  shall  be  held  liable  under  this 
Act  for  any  debt  incurred  or  expenditure  authorized  by  the 
city  council,  for  a  longer  period  than  twelve  months  after 
the  time  when  the  debt  was  so  incurred,  or  the  expenditure 
authorized,  or  if  he  can  make  it  appear  that  he  was  not 
present  when  such  debt  was  incurred  or  expenditure  author- 
ized, or  that  he  gave  his  vote  in  opposition  thereto. 

28S.     The  real  estate,  property  and  funds   of  the  city,  Lien  for  pay- 
shall  continue  liable  and  bound  for  the  payment  of  all  certi- {^"ates*  and 
ficates    and     debentures     heretofore     issued    by     the    city  debentures, 
authorities  and  now  chargeable  upon  the  city. 

289.     No  person  who,  at  the  passing  of  this  Act  held  Certain  persons 
any  just  claims  upon  the   city,  shall   be   prejudiced   therein  judiced.be  pre" 
by  the  repeal  of  any  Act  repealed  by    this  enactment   and 
heretofore  in  force  ;  nor  shall  any   creditor   of  the   city  be 
prejudiced  in  his  rights  by  any  such  repeal. 


TITLE     V. 

TAXATION, 

I.— Amount  and  Objects  of  Assessment. 


290.  The  city  council  shall,  in  addition  to  the  amounts  Amount  and  ob- 
by  this  Act  or  any  Act  hereafter  to  be  passed,  specially  ment.  ° 
authorized  as  extra  assessments,  have  power  to  assess  on 
the  inhabitants  and  the  property  within  the  city,  annually, 
sums  of  money  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  ten  thousand 
dollars,  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  the  expenses  which 
are  by  law  authorized  to  be  incurred  on  behalf  of  the  city. 

The  objects  which  may  be  provided  for  by  such  assess- 
ment include  the  salaries  and  compensations  legally  granted 
to'the  officers  and  other  persons  employed  in  the  business 
of  the  city,  expenses  of  police,  of  lighting  the  streets,  of  a 
supply  of  water,  expenses  of  tire  department,  maintenance 
of  the  city  prison,  repairs  of  city  property,  the  making, 
.repair  and  improvement  of  the  streets,  repairs  of  the  sewers 
and  drains,  bridges  and  roads,  and  all  other  expenses 
required  in  the  due  execution  of  the  different  powers  and 
trusts  vested  by  law  in  the  city  corporation,  its  council  and 
officers.

The  payment  of  interest  on  all  moneys  heretofore 
lawfully  borrowed  by  the  city  of  Halifax  (except  the 
interest  payable  under  section  11  of  chapter  59  of  the  Acts 
of  1886). 

(7)      The  care  of  the  poor,  the  sick  and  the  insane. 

(8).  Allowance  for  short  collection  under  section  294  of 
this  Act. 

,9).  Dalhousie  college,  under  section  4  of  chapter  31  of 
the  Acts  of  1883. 

(10).  The  support  of  public  schools,  the  Halifax 
academy,  the  school  for  the  blind,  and  the  institution  for 
the  deaf  and  dumb. 

(11).     Sanitarv  expenditure. 

(12).  Revisors  of  electoral  lists  (not  to  exceed  two 
hundred  dollars)  and  the  board  of  tire  escapes  the  sum  of 
three  hundred  dollars. 

(13).     Court  of  appeal  from  assessments. 

(14).  Maintenance  of  Point  Pleasant  Park  (not  to 
exceed  two  thousand  dollars).

292.  The  amounts  herein  authorized  in  aid  of  the  Certain  amounts 
Halifax  Visiting  Dispensary,  the  Infants'  Home,  and  the^Sy.  provi 
Catholic  Infants'  Home,  shall   only   be   payable  so  long  as 

the  said  institutions,  or  either  of  them,  shall  have  the  confi- 
dence of  the  city  council,  and  such  annual  grants,  or 
either  of  them,  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  by  the  said 
council.

294.  The  committee  of  public  accounts  shall   prepare  Estimates,  how 
the  yearly  estimates  for   said   city   (which   estimates  shall prepare 
include  a  sum,  not  exceeding  five  per  cent.,  to   provide  for 

losses,  abatements,  or  non-collection  of  rates  and  taxes 
according  to  law),  and  present  the  same  for  the  sanction  of 
the  city  council,  who  shall  have  power  to  confirm,  alter, 
amend  or  add  to  the  same  ;  and  after  said  estimates  have 
passed  the  city  council,  the  same  shall,  on  or  before  the  31st 
day  of  December,  be  transmitted  by  the  city  clerk  to  the 
board  of  city  assessors,  who  shall  fix  the  rate  of  taxation 
for  the  year. 

II. — Board  of  Assessors. 

295.  The  city  of  Halifax  shall  have  a  permanent  board  Board  of  asses- 
of  city   assessors,  consisting   of    a   chief  assessor  and    two sors 
assistant  assessors,  who  shall  perform  all  the  duties  formerly 
performed  by  the  inspector   of  assessments,  ward  assessors, 

and  assistant  ward  assessors. 

296.  And  such  chief  assessor  and   assistant  assessors  chief  assessor 
shall  not  engage  in  any  business  on   their   private  account, an 

and  shall  devote  their  whole  time  to  their  duties. 

297.  Said  chief  assessor  and  assistant  assessors  shall,  on  Removal  from 
appointment,  be  sworn   before  his   worship   the   mayor,  to0 

the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  they  shall  make

an  impartial  assessment,  and  shall  each  continue  in  office 
until  removed  by  a  two-third  vote  of  the  members  of  the 
city  council  piesentata  meeting  of  the  council  called  for 
that  purpose,  and  any  vacancy,  either  of  chief  assessor  or 
assistant  assessor,  shall  be  rilled  by  the  city  council  at  a 
meeting  of  the  council  held  for  that  purpose. 

298.  There  shall  be  payable  out  of  the  city  funds,  to 
the  citv  assessor,  such  annual  salary  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollais,  and  to  each  assistant  assessor  such  annual 
salary,  not  exceeding  eight  hundred  dollars,  as  the  city 
council  may  appoint. 

299.  The  board  of  assessors  shall  continue  to  keep  a 
complete  register  for  each  ward  of  all  real  estate  within 
the  city,  giving  the  description  of  each  property  sufficient 
to  designate  it,  and  the  street  or  locality  in  which  it  is 
situate,  and  the  number  thereof,  if  any,  and  the  names  of 
the  owner  or  owners,  if  the  same  can  be  ascertained,  and 
the  same  shall  be  filed  a  permanent  record  in  the  office  of 
the  board  of  assessors,  but  the  same  shall  be  amended  and 
corrected  from  time  to  time  as  occasion  requires,  but  such 
amendment  shall  not  be  niaJe  by  the  board  of  assessors 
later  than  the  31st  day  of  December  in  any  year.  The 
description,  or  amended  description  so  given,  shall  be 
sufficient  if  the  property  can  in  any  way  be  ascertained 
therefrom. 

300.  The  board  of  city  assessors,  as  hereinafter  directed, 
shall  proceed  to  make  an  assessment  upon  the  respective 
wards  of  the  city,  for  all  sums  of  money  legally  authorized 
and  directed  to  be  assessed  upon  the  city  for  city  purposes 
and  rates,  for  poor  rates,  school  rates,  and  for  the  propor- 
tion of  county  rates  chargeable  upon  the  city  and  its 
inhabitants. 

301.  The  board  of  assessors  shall  have  the  power  to 
assess  any  property  which  may  have  been  omitted  by 
accident  or  error  from  the  general  assessment  ;  provided  the 
same  shall  be  assessed  before  the  first  day  of  May.  Nothing 
in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  the  board  of 
city  assessors  to  alter  or  interfere  with  any  decision  of  the 
court  of  appeal. 

III. — Assessment. 

302.  The  assessment  shall  be  commenced  in  the  month 
of  September  of  each  year  for  the  next  year  ensuing,  and 
the  annual  assessment  shall  be  prepared,  made  up  and 
delivered  to  the  city  collector  not  later  than  the  15th  day 
of  March  in  each  year. 
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303.  The  assessment  shall  be  rated  on   the   owners  of  Assessment, how 
real  and  personal  property  by  an  equal  dollar  rate  upon  the" 

value  of  such  real  and  personal  property  within  the  city, 
whether  such  real  and  personal  property  shall  be  possessed, 
occupied  or  owned  by  individuals,  or  by  any  joint  stock 
company  or  corporation,  and  whether  owned  by  parties 
resident  or  absent,  according  to  the  best  knowledge  and 
discretion  of  the  board  of  city  assessors,  subject  to  the 
exemptions  hereinafter  specified.  Persons  seized  of  real 
estate  in  fee  simple  for  life,  or  for  a  term  not  less  than 
twenty-one  years,  and  mortgagees  thereof  in  possession, 
shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  be  deemed  to  be  the 
owners  of  such  land  respectively  ;  but  when  the  mortgagee 
of  real  estate  is  not  in  possession  the  person  entitled  to 
the  equity  of  redemption  shall  be  deemed  the  owner  of  such 
land. 

304.  All  real   estate   in   the   city   of  Halifax   shall  be Real  estate,  how 
assessed  at  the  cash  value  at  time  of  th^  assessment,  so  far" 

as  the  same  can  be  ascertained,  due  allowance  being  made 
by  the  assessors  in  the  case  of  properties  receiving  only  a 
limited  advantage  from  street  expenditure,  water  supply, 
sewerage,  gas,  and  police  supervision. 

305.  The  person  in  possession  of  personal  property  at  Personal  pro- 
the  time  of  the  valuation  of  the  same,  shall  be  deemed"  theperty' 
owner  of  such  property  in  case  the  real  owner  has  not  been 
assessed  therefor;  and  the  property  shall  be   liable  for  the 
different  rates  and  taxes  assessed  in  his  name,  provided  that 

no  property  in  transit  shall  be  assessed. 

306.  Under  the  term  personal  property  shall  be  included  Term  personal 
all  household  furniture,  moneys,  goods,  chattels,  wares,  tolncTud'e™'11** 
merchandise  and    effects,  wheresoever    situate    within    the 

city,  owned  by  any  citizen,  company  or  corporation,  and  all 
ships  and  vessels  shall  be  assessed  at  half  their  value  ;  and 
whenever  assessment  is  made  on  shipping,  it  shall  be 
assessed  on  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  ship  or  vessel,  or 
shares  in  ships  or  vessels,  in  the  ward  in  which  he  or  they 
severally  reside,  irrespective  of  the  place  or  port  in  which 
said  ships  or  vessels  may  be  registered.  The  term  personal 
property  shall  also  include  all  moneys  belonging  to  the 
inhabitants  of  the  city,  invested  in  public  or  private  securi- 
ties within  the  citv  ;  and  all  bullion  and  coin  of  gold  and 
silver,  all  Dominion  notes,  and  notes  of  solvent  banks,  in 
the  province  or  elsewhere,  which  may  be  in  the  possession 
and  the  pioperty  of  any  citizen,  or  in  the  custody  of  a 
bank,  or  other  party,  except  money  deposited  on  deposit 
receipts,  shall  be  considered  as  his  moneys,  and  be  assessed 
accordingly. 
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Mortgage  securi-  307.  All  moneys  which  have  been  heretofore  loaned,  or 
which  may  be  hereafter  advanced,  on  real  estate  within  the 
city  of  Halifax,  for  which  mortgage  securities  have  been 
or  may  be  taken,  shall  be  exempt  and  free  from  city 
assessment  ;  and  neither  the  lender  nor  the  borrower 
shall  be  liable  to  pay  taxes  to  the  city  of  Halifax  on  such 
securities. 

joint  stock,  &c.  308.  The  ownei  or  holder  of  stock  in  any  incorporated 
or  joint  stock  company,  doing  business  within  the  city 
taxed  on  its  capital,  or  in  respect  of  its  profits  or  income, 
shall  not  be  assessed  as  an  individual  for  such  stock. 

Partnership.  309.     Partners  in  business  shall  be  assessed  under  the 

name  of  the  firm  for  partnership  property,  in  the  same 
way  as  individuals  ;  notice  to  either  partner  or  to  the 
agent  of  the  firm  shall  be  valid,  and  shall  be  binding  on  the 
firm. 

Estate  of  de-  310.  The  estate  of  deceased  persons  under  control  of 
eease  persons.  ^\eir  executors,  administrators  or  trustees,  the  separate 
property  of  married  women,  and  the  property  of  minors, 
and  all  other  property  under  the  control  of  agents  and 
trustees,  shall  be  rated  in  the  name  of  the  principal  party 
or  parties  ostensibly  exercising  control  over  them,  but 
under  such  description  as  will  keep  the  rating  separate 
and  distinct  from  any  assessment  on  such  parties  in  respect 
of  property  held  in  their  own  right. 

schoolteachers.  311.  No  school  teacher  of  any  description,  nor  any 
person  employed  in  the  capacity  of  such,  shall  be  exempt 
from  assessment  for,  or  payment  of  rates  and  taxes  of  any 
kind  in  the  city  of  Halifax  ;  but  all  such  teachers  and  per- 
sons shall  be  assessed  and  held  liable  for  such  rates  and 
taxes  in  the  same  manner  as  other  citizens  are  now  assessed 
and  held  liable 

Hoteks, boarding  312.  Keepers  of  hotels,  boarding-houses  and  taverns, 
ousea,  c-c,  c-anf]  mastei-,s  and  mistresses  of  dwelling  houses,  shall,  on 
application  of  a  city  assessor,  give  information  of  the  names 
of  all  persons  residing  therein.  Every  such  keeper,  master 
or  mistress  refusing  to  give  such  information,  or  knowingly 
giving  false  information,  shall  on  summary  conviction  for- 
feit twenty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

IV. — Insurance  Companies  and  Banks. 

insurance  com-         313-     Every  insurance  company  or  association,  accident 

banks8  and        and  guarantee  company,  established  in  the  city  of  Halifax, 

or  having  anv  branch  office,  agent,  or  a^encv  therein,  shall 
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be  assessed  in  respect  of  the  real  estate  and  personal  pro- 
perty owned  by  said  company  or  association  in  the  same 
way  as  the  other  ratepayers  of  the  city  of  Halifax  are 
assessed,  and  shall  in  addition  thereto  pay  an  annual 
license  fee  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  namely  :  every  marine 
or  fire  insurance  company  or  association,  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  dollars,  and  every  life  assurance,  accident  or 
guarantee  company  or  association,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 
If  the  same  company  or  association  is  engaged  in  more 
than  one  branch  of  insurance  business,  it  shall  pay  a 
license  fee  for  each  branch  of  its  business  at  the  rate  above 
mentioned  for  each.  In  cases  where  life  insurance  com- 
panies are  engaged  in  winding  up  their  business  in  the  city 
of  Halifax,  and  are  issuing  no  new  policies,  they  shall  be 
exempt  from  the  license  tax,  and  shall  only  be  assessed  on 
their  real  and  personal  property.  Every  company,  corpor- 
ation, association  or  agency  doing  business  in  the  city  of 
Halifax  (banks,  insurance  companies  or  associations  and 
other  corporations  now  exempt  from  taxation  excepted), 
shall  be  assessed  in  respect  of  the  real  estate  and  personal 
property  owned  by  said  company,  corporation  or  associa- 
tion in  the  same  way  as  the  other  ratepayers  of  the  city  of 
Halifax  are  assessed,  and  shall  in  addition  thereto  pay  an 
annual  license  fee  of  one  hundred  dollars.  If  the  amount 
of  such  assessment  should  exceed  a  sum  equal  to  one  per 
cent,  on  the  paid  up  capital  of  any  such  company  or 
corporation,  it  shall  be  reduced  to  an  amount  equal  to  one 
per  cent,  on  said  paid  up  capital,  which  sum  shall  include 
the  license  fee. 


314.  Every  insurance  broker  or  any  nerson  acting  as  insurance  brok- 
such  shall  pay  an  annual  fee  of  one  hundred  dollars  to  the 

city  of  Halifax  ;  and  any  person  acting  as  such  insurance 
broker  who  shall  do  business  without  first  taking  out  a 
license  for  that  purpose,  shall  be  liable  to  pay  the  said  city 
the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  penalty,  and  it  shall  be 
recoverable  as  an  ordinary  debt  due  the  said  city  in  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction  with  costs;  but  this  clause 
shall  not  apply  to  any  broker  acting  as  such  for  any  corn- 
pan  y  doing  business  in  the  city  of  Halifax  by  its  agent  or 
manager. 

315.  The   license   fee   of    every   company,  association,  License  fees, 
corporation  or  agency,  shall  become  due  and  payable  on  the 

31st  day  of  May  in  each  year,  and  the  agent  or  manager 
of  any  company,  association  or  corporation,  which  has  not 
been  incorporated  by  the  legislature  of  Nova  Scotia,  shall 
be  personally  liable  for  the  license  fee  payable  by  the  com-

pany,  association  or  corporation  of  which  he  is  agent  or 
manager,  and  also  for  the  rate*  and  taxes  payable  in  respect 
of  the  assessment  of  its  real  estate  and  personal  property 
as  if  he  had  been  assessed  therefor  personally,  but  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  prevent  the  city  collector  from 
enforcing  the  payment  of  the  license  fee,  rates  and  taxes 
due  by  any  company,  association  or  corporation  by  warrant 
of  distress  levied  on  its  property  and  effects,  or  collecting 
the  same  in  any  other  way  authorized  by  this  Act. 

316.  Every  incorporated  joint  stock  bank,  whose  chief 
place  of  business  is  .situated  in  the  city  of  Halifax,  shall 
be  assessed  in  respect  of  the  real  estate  in  said  city  owned 
by  the  said  bank  in  the  same  way  as  other  ratepayers  of 
the  city  are  assessed,  and  it  shall  pay  to  the  city  of  Halifax 
annually,  in  addition  thereto,  a  tax  of  three-eighths  per 
cent,  on  the  amount  of  its  paid  up  capital,  after  deducting 
from  said  capital  the  assessed  value  of  said  real  estate. 
Ever)-  other  incorporated  or  joint  stock  bank  doing  business 
in  the  city  of  Halifax  by  means  of  an  agency  or  branch 
office,  shall  be  assessed  in  like  manner,  in  respect  of  the 
real  estate  in  said  city  owned  by  said  bank,  and  shall 
annually  pay  to  the  city  of  Halifax,  in  addition  thereto,  a 
tax  equal  in  amount  to  the  smallest  tax  hereby  required 
to  be  paid  in  respect  of  capital  by  any  bank  whose  chief 
place  of  business  is  in  the  city  of  Halifax.  Provided, 
always,  that  in  the  event  of  any  bank  increasing  its 
capital,  for  the  purpose  of  extending  its  business  outside 
of  the  city,  said  bank  shall  not  be  assessed  in  the  city  on 
such  increased  capital.

V. — Estates  and  Trustees. 

317.  The  undivided  real  estate  of  a  deceased  person 
may  be  assessed  to  his  heirs  or  devisees,  without  designating 
any  of  them  by  name,  until  they  have  given  notice  to  the 
assessors  of  the  division  of  the  estate  and  the  names  of 
the  several  heirs  or  devisees;  and  each  heir  and  devisee 
shall  be  liable  for  the  whole  of  such  tax,  and  when  paid  by 
him  he  may  recover  of  the  other  heirs  or  devisees  their 
respective  portions  thereof,  and  have  a  preferential  lien  on 
said  estate  therefor.

318.  The  real  estate  of  a  person  deceased,  the  right  or 
title  to  which  is  doubtful  or  unascertained  by  reason  of 
litigation  concerning  the  will  of  the  deceased,  or  the  valid- 
ity thereof,  may  be  assessed  in  general  terms  to  the  estate 
of  the  deceased,  and  said  tax  shall  constitute  a  lien  upon 
the  lands  so  assessed,  and  may  be  enforced  by    the   sale   of

♦  320.  Persona]  property  held  in  trust  by  an  executor,  persouai  pro- 
administrator  or  trustee,  the  income  of  which  is  payable  to^'  held  in 
another  person,  shall  be  assessed  to  the  executor,  adminis- 
trator or  trustee  in  the  ward  where  such  other  person 
resides,  if  within  the  city  ;  and  if  he  resides  out  of  the 
city  it  shall  be  assessed  in  the  ward  where  the  executor, 
administrator  or  trustee  resides  ;  and  if  there  are  two  or 
more  executors,  administrators  or  trustees  residing  in  differ- 
ent places  the  property  shall  be  assessed  to  any  one  of  them, 
and  the  tax  thereon  shall  be  paid  out  of  said  income. 

321.     The  personal  estate   of  deceased  persons  shall  be  Personal  estate 
assessed,  in  the  place  where  the  deceased  last  dwelt.     After  sons,  when  as- 
the  appointment  of  an  executor  or  administrator  it  shall  be8essed' 
assessed  to  such  executor  or  administrator  until  he  gives 
notice  to  the  assessors  that  the  estate  has  been  distributed 
and  paid  over  to   the   parties   interested  therein.     Before 
such  an  appointment  it  shall  be  assessed  in  general  terms 
to  the  estate  of  the  deceased,  and  the  executor,  or  admin- 
istrator, subsequently    appointed,  shall   be    liable    for    the 
tax  so  assessed  in  like  manner  as  if  assessed  to  him.

322.  While  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  of  any  .deceased  whne  estatenre 
person,  within  the  city,  shall  remain    in   charge   of  execu- of  executors, 
tors,  administrators,  guardians  or  trustees,  the  assessments 
annually    levied    thereon    shall   be  made  by  a    written  or 

printed  notice  served  on  any  one  of  such  guardians,  execu- 
tors, administrators  or  trustees,  in  place  of  the  notices 
required  by  law  in  case  of  persons  living  who  may  be 
assessed  ;  and  taxes  and  assessments  due  on  such  estates 
shall  and  may,  if  not  duly  paid,  be  sued  for  as  a  debt,  in

324.  The  board  of  city  assessors  shall  enter  the  name 
of  each  person,  company  or  corporation  to  be  assessed,  with 
a  description  of  the  property  separately  in  order,  in  the 
first  or  left  hand  column,  the  value  of  real  estate  stated  in 
currency  in  the  next  column  ;  of  personal  property  in  the 
third,  and  the  sum  total  on  which  the  assessment  is  to  be 
levied  in  the  last  column,  opposite  each  name. 

325.  As  soon  as  the  whole  amount  of  real  and  personal 
property,  on  which  any  person,  company  or  corporation  is 
to  be  assessed  within  any  ward  of  the  city,  is  determined, 
the  chief  assessor  shall  serve,  or  cause  to  be  served,  a  notice 
of  such  valuation  upon  the  person  assessed,  or  his  agent, 
or  on  the  company  or  corporation,  their  officer,  clerk  or 
agent,  by  delivering  the  same  personally,  or  by  leaving  it 
on  the  property  so  assessed,  or  by  mailing  the  said  notice 
through  the  post  office  duly  registered.  This  notice  shall 
be  in  the  following  form,  printed  or  written,  or  partly 
written  and  partly  printed  :

be  appointed  annually  by  the  Governor-in-Council,  one

for   the   maintenance   of  a    water  supply  for  the   city   of 
Halifax. 

373.  After  deducting  the  estimated  revenue  to  be  water  rates,  how 
derived  from  extra  rates  and  special  service  and  agreements  ^viedandas8ess- 
in    connection    with    the   water    service    during    the  same 

period,  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  balance  shall  be  levied 
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and  assessed  by  an  equal  dollar  rate  upon  all  real  estate 
property  in  the  city  of  Halifax,  situated  as  described  in  the 
proportions  following,  viz.  : 

(a).  Five-eighths  of  the  amount  required  shall  he  levied 
upon  the  assessed  value  of  all  lands  and  premises  as  described 
for  a  protection  and  pipe  rate. 

(6).  In  addition  to  the  protection  and  pipe  rate,  three- 
eighths  of  the  amount  required  shall  be  levied  upon*  the 
assessed  value  of  all  buildings  used  as  dwellings,  as  a 
domestic  rate  for  consumption,  provided,  always,  that  no 
separate  and  distinct  dwelling  house,  while  occupied  as 
such,  shall  be  rated  on  a  lower  valuation  than  nine  hundred 
dollars  for  protection  and  domestic  purposes,  nor  on  a 
higher  valuation  than  five  thousand  dollars  for  domestic 
purposes  only,  but  no  separate  and  distinct  dwelling  house,, 
while  occupied  as  such,  shall  be  rated  at  less  than  four 
dollars  per  annum  for  all  purposes. 

Extra  and  spec-        374.     In  addition  to  the  general  rate  in  the  last  section 
'  mentioned,  the  following  extra  and  special  rates  shall  be 
assessed  and  payable  : 

(1).  On  properties,  buildings,  establishment  or  premises 
owned  or  occupied  by  or  for  the  Imperial,  Dominion,  or 
Local  governments,  or  by  the  municipality  of  the  county 
of  Halifax,  such  rates  as  the  board  of  city  works  shall 
deem  right  and  equitable,  but  this  Act  shall  not  in  any  way 
affect  the  agreements  now  in  force  in  relation  to  such  pro- 
perties, so  long  as  no  changes  are  made  in  or  about  the 
premises  altering  the  water  supply. 

(2).  On  breweries,  distilleries,  mills,  machine  shops,

381.  In  case  the  owner  of  any  property  liable  to  water 
rates,  or  his  agent,  complies  with  the  provisions  of  the  pre- 
ceding section,  the  yearly  tenant  in  occupation  of  said 
property  shall  be  liable  for  the  whole  of  the  water  rates, 
which  shall  be  a  lien  on  his  personal  property  to  the  same 
extent  in  every  respect  as  the  ordinal-}'  city  rates  and  taxes. 

382.  All  water  rates  shall  become  due  half-yearly  in 
advance,  on  the  first  day  of  May  and  November  in  each 
year,  and  shall  be  collected  by  the  city  collector,  who  shall 
have  power  to  issue  a  general  or  individual  warrant  of 
distraint  for  the  collection  of  water  rates  against  persons 
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who  shall  not  have  paid  the  amounts  due  by  them,  and  the 
collector's  certificate  in  writing  shall  in  all  cases  be  pre- 
sumptive evidence  of  the  rates  being  due  and  unpaid. 

383.  The  city  collector  may  at  any  time  after  the  water  General  notice 
rates  become  due,  cause  a  general  notice  to  be  inserted  in  to  delinquents.

having  been  so  turned  off. 

384.  The  board  of  city  works,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Board  of  works 
city  council,  may  affix  such  rates  as   they   deem   proper  to 

all  fittings  and  fixtures  not  specially  provided  for,  and  any 
person  guilty  of  violating  any  of  the  rules  or  conditions  of 
the  board  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  one  dollar  for  a  first 
offence,  to  be  paid  before  the  water  is  again  turned  on  ;  for 
the  second  offence  a  fine  of  two  dollars  shall  be  paid  before 
it  is  again  turned  on,  and  one  dollar  shall  be  added  to  the 
fine  on  each  succeeding  occasion  before  the  water  is  let  on 
to  any  premises  where  waste  is  repeatedly  detected.

clause,  the  court  may  remit  the  penalty.

for  at  least  thirty  days  from  the  date  on  which  they  were 
first  posted  up,  and  shall  contain  the  name  and  occupation 
and  address  of  each  person,  firm  or  corporation,  so  far  as 
the  same  can  be  ascertained  by  the  chief  collector,  and  the 
amount  and  nature  of  all  the  rates  or  taxes  including 
arrears  due  by  each  respectively,  and  a  printed  copy  of  the 
foregoing  shall  be  furnished  to  each  alderman.  If  the  city 
collector  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  prepare  and  post  up 
such  list,  as  hereinbefore  directed,  or  shall  wilfull}7  or 
knowingly  omit  therefrom  the  name  of  any  person,  firm 
or  corporation,  whose  city  or  water  taxes  or  rates  were 
due  and  unpaid  on  the  first  day  of  February  immediately 
preceding  the  posting  up  thereof,  he  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penal t}7,  of  two  hundred  dollars,  which  may  be  recovered  by 
any  person  who  will  sue  therefor  in  his  own  name  as  an 
ordinary  debt. 


TITLE  VI. 

CITY  WORKS  AND  PROPERTY. 

I. — Board  of  City  Works. 

421.     The  water  works  and  all  business  connected  with  Board  of  city 
the  water  works  department  of  the  city  of  Halifax,  and  alsoworks 
the  making  and  repairing  of  the  streets,  and  street  expendi- 
ture, drains  and  sewers  of  such  city,  and  all  duties  connected 
with  the  sweeping,  draining  and  watering  of  the  streets  of 
said  city,  and  clearing  away  the  snow  and  other  like  duties, 
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and  also  the  city  property  and  the  repairs,  renting  and 
management  of  city  property,  the  collection  of  the  rents 
thereof,  and  the  control  of  the  tenants  thereof,  shall  be 
placed  under  the  management  and  control  of  a  board  of  six 
members,  consisting  of  one  alderman  from  eaclr  ward  of  the 
said  city,  to  be  called  the  board  of  commissioners  of  city 
works,  and  the  words  "  board  of  works  "  or  <:  city  board 
of  works,"  when  used  in  any  statute  of  this  province  or  in 
this  Act  shall  mean  the  "  board  of  commissioners  of  city 
s.

424.  The  board  of  commissioners  of  city  works  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  a  sum,  in  no  case  to  exceed  a  thousand 
dollars,  for  each  civic  year.  Out  of  such  sum  the  chairman 
shall  be  paid  such  amount,  and  subject  to  such  conditions,  as 
the  board  may  with  the  approval  of  the  city  council 
determine,  and  the  remainder  thereof  shall  be  apportioned 
amongst  the  other  members  of  the  board,  according  to  the 
promptness  and  regularity  of  their  attendance  at  the  meet- 
ings of  the  board  and  the  committees  thereof,  and  the 
amount  of  work  performed  by  each,  as  the  board  may  decide. 

425.  The  nomination  of  a  chairman  of  the  said  board 
of  commissioners  of  city  works  is  hereby  vested  in  the  com- 
missioners of  said  board  ;  but  before  he  shall  enter  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office,  his  appointment  as  chairman  shall 
be  approved  by  the  city  council  or  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers thereof.  In  event  of  the  council  disapproving  of  the 
selection  of  the  commissioners,  power  shall  be  vested  in  the 
council  to  appoint  a  chairman.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
chairman  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  board  and 
exercise  a  general  supervision  of  all  proceedings  under  this 
Act,  or  any  statute  relating  to  water  works  or  streets  or 
city  property  of  the  city  of  Halifax,  or  of  any  ordinances 
of  the  city  relating  to  the  same. 

426.  The  said  commissioners,  and  any  commissioner  to 
be  hereafter  elected  by  the  city  council,  during  the  year  for 
which  they  or  he  may  have  been  elected,  shall  be  removable 
by  a  vote  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  whole  council. 
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427.  The  said  commissioners,  subject  to  the  control  of  Powers  o  oom- 
the  said  city  council,  are  hereby  clothed  with  all  powers,™ 

and  are  authorized  and  required,  to  perform  all  duties  which 
before  the  establishment  of  a  board  of  city  works  were 
enti  usted  to  and  performed  by  the  commissioners  of  water 
suppl}',  the  committees  of  streets,  and  the  committee  of  city 
property  of  the  city  of  Halifax,  except  so  far  as  the  same 
are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

428.  The  city  council  are  hereby  empowered  to  appoint  officers  and  em- 
ail officers  and  employes  who  are  necessary  to  act  and  belted.'10"  ap' 
employed  by  or  under  the  same  boaid  of  commissioners  of 

city  works,  and  to  name  and  establish  the  several  amounts  to 
be  allowed  and  paid  to  them  respectively  for  their  services. 

429.  The  board  of  works  shall  have  pow7er   to  make  Power  to  make 
contracts  for  the  supply  of  labor  and  materials  for  streets, contraets- 
and  for  the  use  of  such  horses  and  carts  as  shall  be  required 

for  the  street  service  of  the  city  of  Halifax,  provided  that 
any  contiact  involving  an  expenditure  of  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars,  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  city 
council. 

430.  The  board  of  works  shall  annually,  as   soon  after  Board  shui  sub- 
the  appointment  of  the  commissioners  as  possible,  submit  to  mit  estimatcs- 
the  city  council  all  estimates  for  the  expenditure   on  the 

streets  and  sewers  for  the  ensuing  year ;  and  of  other 
moneys  required  for  the  work  to  be  done  in  connection 
with  their  duties,  and  if  the  estimate  be  approved  the 
same  or  a  smaller  sum  shall  be  granted  and  paid  out  of  the 
general  revenue  of  the  city  and  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
board. 

431.  Any  member  of  the  board  of  commissioners  of  city  penalty  for  vot- 
-works  present  at  any  meeting  and  voting  for  the  payment  je?tenotauttior- 
of  any   money  for  any  object  not  authorized  by  law,  shall  izedby,aw • 
be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered 

as  a  private  debt  by  any  person  who  will  sue  therefor; 
and  in  case  of  any  misapplication  of  moneys  received  by 
any  such  commissioner  for  or  on  behalf  of  the  city  or  by 
virtue  of  an  Act  of  parliament,  the  same  may  be  recovered 
from  such  commissioner  as  money  received  to  the  use  of 
the  city  at  the  suit  of  the  city  of  Halifax,  together  with 
the  costs  of  suit,  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

II. — Expropriation  of  Lands. 

432.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  three  following  Expropriation  of 
sections,  whenever  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Halifax la,lds' 

.shall  require  any  land,  real  property,  stream,  water  or  water 
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courses,  brook,  rivulet  or  run  of  water,  or  land  covered 
with  water,  or  any  easement  or  right  in  any  private 
property,  or  the  right  to  dam,  stop  up  or  prevent  the  out- 
flow of  water  in  whole  or  in  part  from  any  of  the  lakes  or 
ponds  from  which  the  present  water  supply  of  the  city  is 
derived,  for  the  purpose  of  extending,  increasing,  or  im- 
proving the  said  water  supply  or  water  service  for  the 
city  of  Halifax,  or  for  the  construction,  maintenance,  or 
improvement  of  any  hydraulic  apparatus  or  appliance,  or 
any  other  apparatus  or  appliance  at  or  connected  with  any 
public  works  belonging  to  the  city,  or  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  access  to  anv  lands  now  owned  or  hereafter  to  be 
expropriated  b\  the  city  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act, 
they  ma}'  for  such  purposes  contract  and  agree  with  any 
and  all  persons,  bodies  corporate,  guardians,  tutors,  curators 
and  trustees  whatsoever,  not  only  for  themselves,  their 
heiis,  executors,  and  assigns,  but  also  for  and  on  behalf  of 
those  whom  they  represent,  whether  infants,  minor  children, 
absentees,  lunatics,  married  women,  or  other  persons 
incapable  of  contracting,  possessed  of  or  interested  in  such 
lands,  real  property,  streams,  waters,  and  water  courses, 
brooks,  rivulets,  or  runs  of  water,  and  other  rights  above 
mentioned  ;  and  all  such  contracts  and  agreements,  and  all 
conveyances  or  other  instruments  made  in  pursuance  of  any 
such  contract  or  agreement,  shall  be  valid  to  all  intents  and 
purposes  whatsoever 

Proceedings  433.     In  case  no  such  contract  or  agreement  is  made  or

cannot  be  made.  can  De  niade  orcome  to, or  the  owner  oi'  owners  arenot  known, 
or  either  of  them  are  absent  from  the  province,  or  in  case 
the  city  council  is  not  able  to  obtain  a  good  title,  they  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  expropriate  such 
lands,  real  property,  streams,  water,  water  courses,  brooks, 
rivulets,  or  runs  of  water,  and  other  rights  above  mentioned 
so  required  by  them,  and  to  authorize  any  person  or  persons, 
by  resolution  of  the  council,  to  enter  upon  any  lands  to 
whomsoever  belonging,  and  to  survey  and  take  levels  of  the 
same,  and  make  such  borings  or  sink  such  trial  pits  as  is 
deemed  necessaiy  for  any  purpose  relative  to  the  purpose 
for  which  the  same  is  taken  ;  and  the  said  city  by  its 
council  may  authorize  any  person  or  persons,  by  resolution, 
to  enter  upon  and  take  possession  of  any  land,  real  property, 
stream,  water,  or  land  covered  with  water,  water  course, 
brook,  rivulet,  or  run  of  water,  the  expropriation  of  which 
is  in  their  judgment  necessary  frr  the  uses  and  wants  of 
the  ci*y,  as  in  the  432nd  section  defined,  and  may  acquire 
the  same  on  giving  ten  days'  notice  of  said  expropriation  to 
the  owner  or  owners  thereof  if  known,  or  if  not  known,  to 
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the  person  or  persons  in  possession,  if  any,  and  also  in  case 
the  owner  or  owners  are  not  known,  by  publication  for  the 
space  of  thirty  days  in  two  or  more  newspapers  published 
in  the  city  of  Halifax,  of  a  notice  to  the  effect  that  the  said 
city  intends  to  expropriate  the  same;  and  on  payment  of 
the  value  thereof,  to  be  ascertained  as  in  section  434  pro- 
vided, into  the  supreme  court  at  Halifax,  thereupon  the 
right,  title,  and  interest  in  the  land,  and  land  covered  with 
water,  and  all  rights,  privileges  and  easements  as  aforesaid, 
shall  pass  to  and  vest  in  the  city  of  Halifax  for  the  purpose 
for  which  the  same  were  expropriated. 

434.  Upon  the  expropriation  of  land,  or  land  covered  Payment  for 
with  water,  real  property,  stream  water,  water  course,  brook,  pHatSed*pr°~ 
rivulet,  or  run  of  water,  or  other  rights  and  privileges 
under  this  Act,  or  upon  the  taking  of  any  land  required  for 
the  improvement  or  enlargement  of  a  street,  or  upon  the 
removal  of  any  buildings,  projections,  walls  or  fences  or 
portion  thereof,  under  section  432  of  this  Act,  the  city 
council  shall  pay  into  the  supreme  court  at  Halifax,  a 
reasonable  value  in  their  estimation  of  the  same,  and  give 
notice  as  provided  in  section  433  to  the  owner  or  owners,  if 
known,  and  if  not  known,  to  the  party  or  parties  in  posses- 
sion, and  by  publication  as  provided  in  said  section  433,  that 
said  valuation  has  been  paid  into  court  as  aforesaid  ;  and 
in  case  such  owner  or  owners  is  or  are  not  satisfied  with  Arbitration, 
such  sum  so  paid  in,  then  the  city  council  shall  appoint  one 
arbitrator,  the  party  on  whom  said  notice  has  been  served 
or  who  is  interested  in  the  land  to  be  expropriated,  the 
other,  and  a  judge,  of  the  supreme  court  the  third  ;  and  in 
case  the  owner  or  owners  which  are  known,  refuse  to 
appoint  an  arbitrator,  or  in  case  the  owner  is  unknown, 
then  a  judge  of  the  supreme  court  shall  appoint  one  for 
them  on  application  of  the  city,  and  the  one  so  appointed 
shall  be  deemed  fully  competent  to  act,  and  the  said  arbitra- 
tors shall  have  the  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of 
witnesses,  as  is  provided  in  chapter  115  of  the  revised 
statutes  of  Nova  Scotia,  fifth  series,  entitled  "  Of  Arbitra- 
tions," and  the  award  of  the  arbitrators  or  any  two  of  them 
as  regards -the  value  of  said  property  or  the  rights  acquired 
by  the  city,  shall  be  final  and  conclusive,  unless  it  can  be 
shown  that  a  mistake  has  been  made  in  drawing1  the  said 
award  ;  and  the  said  arbitrators  shall  file  a  duplicate  copy 
of  their  award  with  the  city  clerk  of  the  said  city,  and  the 
amount  thereof  shall  be  included  in  the  next  year's  assess- 
ment, and  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner,  and  with 
the  same  rights  and  remedies  as  other  assessments  of  rates 
and  taxes  of  the  city  of   Halifax,  and  when  collected    shall 
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be  paid  into  the  supreme  court  at  Halifax,  together  with 
the  interest  thereon  from  the  date  of  the  filing  of  the  said 
award,  and  shall  be  paid  out  to  the  parties  entitled  thereto 
b}'  order  of  the  court  or  a  judge. 

Appraisement,  435.     In  appraising  the  damages  to  be  paid  to  the  pro- 

prietor of  land  taken  for  opening,  altering  or  widening  any 
street  or  square  in  the  city  of  Halifax,  under  the  preceding 
section,  the  appraisers  shall  take  into  account  the  relative 
benefits  as  well  as  injury  theieby  occasioned  to  the  remainder 
of  his  land,  adding  thereto  the  estimates  of  fencing,  if  any 
should  be  rendered  necessary  by  the  proposed  improvement. 
No  payment  shall  be  made  in  respect  of  fencing  until  the 
fencing  shall  have  been  actually  erected. 

Payment  out  of  436.  The  amount  so  paid  into  the  supreme  court  may 
be  paid  out  to  the  party  entitled  on  application  to  a  judge 
of  the  supreme  court,  notice  of  such  application  being  first 
given  to  the  mayor  of  the  city  ;  and  on  such  application 
the  judge  shall  make  such  orders  and  direct  such  notices  as 
may  be  necessary  to  protect  the  interest  of  other  persons 
than  the  applicant  having  charges,  liens,  or  encumbrances 
upon  the  land. 

No  property  of  any  kind  shall  be  taken  or  expro- 
ernoi-in-coun-  priated  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  unless  or  until  the 
CI'-  city  council  shall  have  submitted  to  the  governor-in-council 

a  duplicate  plan  of  said  lands  proposed  to  be  so  taken, 
together  with  an  application  on  behalf  of  the  said  city 
council  supported  by  affidavit  of  the  mayor  or  city  engineer 
referring  to  such  plan,  and  stating  that  the  land  or  property 
shown  therein  is  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  the  city  of 
Halifax  as  in  section  432  defined,  or  some  or  one  of  such 
purposes,  and  that  the  city  council  and  the  owners  of  the 
same  are  unable  to  agree  on  the  price  thereof, and  requesting 
the  governor-in-council  to  authorize  the  taking  thereof  for

438.  In  older  to  improve,  carry  out  and  perfect  the csty engineer, 
public  works  of  the  city  of  Halifax  the  city  council  shall 
appoint  a  competent  engineer,  of  not  less  than  seven  years' 
standing,  for  the  city  of  Halifax,  and  vote  and  pay  to  him 
out  of  the  city  funds  such  a  sum  of  money  as  the  said 
council  may  deem  proper  for  such  services,  and  he  shall  per- 
form such  duties  and  complete  such  works  as  he  shall  be 
instructed  and  directed  by  board  of  commissioners  of  city 
works  to  conduct  and  perform. 

IV. — The   Streets. 


439.  The  legal  title  and  the  soil  and  freehold  of  all  the  Soil  and  freehold 
streets  in  trie   city  of   Halifax  now   open,  and    which  have°sree 
heretofore  been  dedicated  to  and  accepted  by  the   said  city 

by  resolution  of  its  council,  and  all  streets  conveyed  to  said 
city,  or  laid  out  under  any  statutes  relating  to  said  city,  or 
under  any  law  of  the  province,  shall  be  vested  in  the  cor- 
poration of  the  city  of  Halifax,  and  it  shall  keep  in  repair 
all  such  streets,  and  no  others.  But  no  street  now 
ojpened  or  hereafter  opened  or  dedicated  to  the  public,  shall 
be  chargeable  upon  the  said  city,  unless  the  same  has  been 
accepted  by  a  resolution  of  the  city  council,  or  such  street 
has  been  laid  out  under  the  statutes  of  the  province. 

440.  The  city  council  shall  keep  in  repair  the  streets,  Repairof streets, 
sewers  and  other  public  works  of  said  city,  and  on  neglecting se 

or  refusing  to  do  so,  upon  ten  days'  notice  in  writing  being 
given  by  an}7  person  interested  therein,  and  who  is  or  has 
been  injuriously  atfected  by  such  neglect  or  refusal,  may 
be  compelled  by  mandamus  issued  out  of  the  supreme 
court,  to  make  from  time  to  time  the  necessary  repairs  to 
preserve  and  maintain  the  same,  and  shall  be  liable  to 
pecuniary  damage  to  any  person  who,  or  whose  property,  is 
injuriously  affected  by  reason  of  such  neglect  or  refusal. 

441.  After  the  passing  of  this  Act,  all  sums  required  for  sums  required 
street  service  within  the  city  of  Halifax  shall  be  borne  by  ^w borne, 
and  taken  from  the  general  revenues  of  the  city. 

442.  The  city  council  shall  have  power  to  lay  out  any  power  of  city 
new    square,    street,    road,    lane    or    highway,   to    enlarge, out'new  streets, 
improve,  make  straight,  alter  or  widen  any  square,  street,  &c- &c- &c- 
lane,  passage  or  public  place  within  the  city  ;   and  for  that 
purpose  to   remove,  when  necessary,  any  buildings,  projec- 
tions, walls,  or  fences,  or  portions  thereof.

Foreman  of  443.     The  foreman   of  works,  under  the   direction  and 

superintend.  control  of  the  city  engineer,  shall  superintend  the  general 
state  of  the  streets  within  the  city,  and  shall  attend  to  the 
laying  out,  widening,  elevation,  repair  and  cleaning  of  the 
streets,  and  making,  repairing  and  improving  of  any 
bridges,  drains,  sewers,  gutters,  channels,  pavements  and 
side-walks,  within  the  same,  and  shall  give  notice  to  the 
board  of  anj' nuisance,  obstruction  or  encroachment  thereon.

on  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  lots  in  front  of  which  such 
side-walks  are  laid  down,  to  provide  bricks  or  granite  as 
before  directed  ;  but  if  such  stone  or  brick  side-walks  shall 
not  in  the  judgment  of  the  board  of  works  be  equal  in 
quality  to  those  being  laid  down  under  their  direction,  or 
shall  not  be  of  sufficient  width  or  of  proper  grade,  then 
the  board  of  works  shall  proceed  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  as  if  no  such  brick  or  stone  side-walk  were  already 
laid  down.

gutters ;  and  where  hatches  or  openings  to  cellars  are 
placed  in  the  side-walks,  such  owners  shall  provide  stone 
for  the  same  at  the  time  the  conductors  are  provided. 

468.  When  any  owner  of  property  shall  fail  to  provide 
the  stone  as  directed  by  the  last  section,  the  city  council  or 
the  board  of  works  are  hereby  authorized  to  provide  and 
furnish  the  same  ;  and  the  price  or  sum  paid  for  conductors 
and  hatches,  or  openings,  shall  be  recovered  against  the 
owner  of  the  property  in  the  name  of  the  city  of  Halifax, 
in  the  same  manner  as  any  debt  due  to  the  city. 


VI. — Fences. 


Fences. 


469.  The  owner  or  occupier  of  every  vacant  lot  abut- 
ting on  any  street,  lane,  road  or  other  highway  within  the 
city  of  Halifax  shall  fence  in  the  same  within  six  days: 
after  receiving  notice  to  that  effect  from  the  city  engineer  j 
and  shall  keep  and  maintain  such  fence  in  perfect  repair 
to  the  satisfaction  of  such  city  engineer.

470.  Every  such  fence,  if  closely  boarded,  shall  not  be 
less  than  6  feet  in  height.  If  of  any  other  description  it 
shall  be  sufficient  to  protect  the  street  and  the  public  from 
all  nuisance  or  inconvenience,  but  shall  in  no  case  be  less 
than  five  feet  in  height. 

471.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  the  two 
next  preceding  sections  of  this  Act,  shall,  upon  conviction 
before  the  stipendiary  magistrate  or  other  officer  presiding 
at  the  police  office,  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
fifty  dollars  for  each  offence  ;  and  in  default  of  payment, 
the  offender  shall  be  imprisoned  for  a  period  not  to  exceed 
three  months.  The  fine,  if  paid,  shall  be  paid  into  the 
funds  of  the  citv.

improve  drains  and  sewers,  to  lay,  out  excavate  and  com- 
plete new  drains  and  sewers,  and    to  make  by-laws   and 
regulations  for   protecting    and    keeping    free    all    drains, 
sewers  and  water-courses  within  the  city  of  Halifax. 

474.  Every  petition  for  a  common  sewer  shall  be  made  Petition  for  com- 
out  upon  printed  forms  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  to"' 

be  obtained  at  the  city  engineer's  office  ;  and  ever}'  petition 
shall  clearly  state  the  locality  in  which  the  new  sewer  is 
required,  the  points  between  which  the  petitioners  are 
desirous  of  having  the  same  constructed,  the  distance  in 
feet  between  such  points,  the  names  of  the  owners  on  either 
side  of  the  street,  and  the  frontage  of  each  property  charge- 
able under  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  All  such  names  and 
measurements  shall  be  properly  taken  by  some  competent 
person,  who  must  certify  to  their  correctness. 

475.  All    petitions    for    common    sewers    or    drains  Petitions  to  be

— Any  corner  property  where  a 
sewer  changes  direction  from  one  street  into  another  or 
where  a  sewer  is  to  be  constructed  in  each  street,  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  deduction  equal  to  the  frontage  or  the  smaller 
side  of  such  property,  provided  that  such  side  does  not 
exceed  forty  feet  in  length.  In  cases  where  this  length  is 
exceeded  a  deduction  equal  to  forty  feet  only  will  be 
made.  Fourth. — Any  other  property  not  otherwise  charge- 
able under  the  provisons  of  this  Act,  but  which  will  be 
benefited  by  any  new  sewer,  will  be  required  to  pay  to 
the  city  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  the  privilege  of 
draining  into,  the  new  sewer.

or  for  fixing  or  examining  any  meter,  or  to  see  if  the  water 
is  unlawfully  taken  or  used,  and  he  may  remain  therein 
for  sueh  reasonable  length  of  time  as  may  be  necessary. 
Any  unnecessary  damage  he  may  do  or  occasion  shall  be 
made  good  by  the  city ;  and  if  any  person  after  two  hours' 
notice,  shall  prevent  his  entry  into  any  house,  hall,  passage, 
cellar,  or  other  place  where  water  pipes  or  fittings  are 
supposed  to  be,  or  at  any  time  interfere  with  him  in  the 
proper  discharge  of  his  duty,  the  board  of  works  may  order 
the  water  to  be  turned  off  from  the  premises  of  the  offender, 
and  in  addition  thereto  he  shall  upon  conviction  before  the 
stipendiary  magistrate  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00, 
nor  more  than  $20.

525.  All  and  singular  the  lands  and  real  estate,  and  all  city  property, 
buildings  thereon,  which  at  any  time  heretofore  have  been  ,lesu'Ption  of- 
granted  or  conveyed  to  or  by  any  body  politic  or  corporate, 
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or  any  person  whomsoever,  in  trust  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  the  town  of  Halifax,  or  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town 
or  peninsula,  or  for  any  public  use  and  purpose  within  the 
same,  or  used  or  appropriated  for  any  such  public  purposes  ; 
and  all  lots  and  parcels  of  land,  originally  laid  out  or 
allotted,  or  now  held  for  any  such  public  purpose,  or 
wherein  the  town  of  Halifax,  or  the  inhabitants  of  the  city 
of  Halifax,  or  any  body  politic  or  corporate,  or  other 
person  on  behalf  of  the  town,  or  for  any  public  use,  have 
or  hath,  any  title,  interest,  light  or  benefit,  at  law  or  in 
equity, — including  the  land  whereon  the  powder  magazine 
stood,  and  the  water  lots  and  tenements  belon^ingr  thereto, 
the  passage  to  the  fish  market  bought  from  the  board  of 
ordnance  by  the  city,  the  lot  of  land  at  North- West  Arm, 
the  public  markets,  Rockhead  farm  and  the  lands  attached 
thereto,  the  water  lot  near  to  the  Freshwater  bridge,  the 
water  lot  purchased  from  Doctor  Cogswell,  the  water  lots 
at  the  south  end  of  the  basin,  public  landing  places  or 
slips,  the  steamboat  landing  or  property,  the  new  cemetery 
on  the  common,  the  common  on  the  peninsula,  and  the 
various  lots  of  lands  on  which  the  engine  houses  now  stand, 
and  the  grand  parade,  are  hereby  absolutely  vested  in  and 
transferred  to  the  said  corporation  or  city  of  Halifax,  and 
shall  be  by  the  said  corporation  or  city  of  Halifax  held, 
used  and  occupied,  (so  long  as  this  Act  shall  remain  in 
operation)  in  fee  simple,  for  the  public  and  common  benefit 
and  use  of  the  city  of  Halifax,  according  to  the  true  intent 
and  meaning  of  the  original  grant,  purchase,  conveyance, 
or  assignment  of  the  same  respectively,  subject  nevertheless 
to  and  saving  any  interest,  property,  possession  or  right, 
which  may  have  been  acquired  by  any  person  under  and 
by  virtue  of  the  statute  of  limitations,  and  reserving  to  all 
persons  whomsoever,  all  charges,  encumbrances,  claims  and 
demands,  whether  at  law  or  in  equit}7,  now  subsisting  upon 
or  against  the  said  real  estate,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  the 
same  shall  be  and  remain  a  charge  upon  and  against  the 
said  corporation  and  city  of  Halifax,  its  estates,  property, 
and  effects,  excepting  herefrom  the  public  penitentiary,  the 
gaol,  the  churches,  or  other  places  of  worship,  the  glebes, 
the  school  houses,  and  the  grounds  thereto  appertaining, 
which  are  not  intended  to  be  affected  by  this  chapter.

valid,  unless  previously  submitted  to  the  Governor-in-

and  seal,  signed  by  the  mayor,  and  countersigned  by  the 
city  clerk. 

528.  The  cit}-  council  of  Halifax  may  use,  appropriate,  city  council  em- 
let  or  demise,  the  building  within  the  city  of  Halifax*  known  orTeteoity°rnar 
as  the  City   Market  House,  in   such   manner  and  for  such ket  house- 
purposes  as  they  may  deem  most  beneficial  and  advisable 

for  the  interests  of  the  corporation. 

529.  In  order  to    complete   the   sale   of  the   property  Provision  for  sale 
known  as  the  City  Market,  and  the  land  belonging  thereto, of  cit-v  ",arket- 
the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Halifax  is   hereby  authorized  to 

execute  a  deed  vesting  the  title  thereof  in  fee  simple  in  the 
purchaser.  The  proceeds  of  such  sale  shall  be  applied  to 
the  purchase  of  property  for  and  the  construction  of  a 
market  in  the  city  of  Halifax,  and  shall  not  be  used  in 
whole  or  in  part  for  any  other  purpose. 


TITLE      VII. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH. 
I. — City  Health  Board. 


530.  There  shall  be  a  board  of  health  for  the  city  of  city  health 
Halifax,  to  consist  of  a  chairman  and  four  members,  to  beboard' 
appointed  annually,  who  shall  be  a  body  corporate,  under 

the  name  of  "  the  City  Health  Board." 

531.  The  Lieutenant  Governor-in-Council  shall  appoint  Two  members 
annually  two  members  of  such  health  board,  one  of  whom  Governor-in- 
shall  be  a  duly   qualified  medical  practitioner  of  at   least  coun(-'il 
five  years'  standing  at  the  date  of  his  appointment.

536.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  sanitary  superin- 
tendent to  see  all  the  laws  of  the  province,  regulations  of 
the  board,  and  ordinances  of  the  city  council,  on  all  subjects 
affecting  the  health  and  cleanliness  of  the  city  of  Halifax, 
strictly  enforced  within  the  limits  of  the  city ;  and  he  shall 
be  held  responsible  by  the  board  for  the  due  enforcement 
of  all  such  laws,  regulations  and  ordinances,  and  any 
particular  orders  given  by  the  board,  and  be  subject  to 
removal  for  the  non-enforcement  of  any  of  the  same. 

537.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  city  health  board  to 
make,  and  full  power  and  authority  is  hereby  vested  in  it 
to  make,  revoke,  renew  and  alter  sanitary  orders,  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  improvement  and  maintenance  of  the 
public  health,  and  the  prevention  and  treatment  of  any 
and  all  kinds  of  infectious  diseases  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  city  of  Halifax,  and  to  annex  penalties  by 
fine  or  imprisonment,  or  both,  not,  however,  to  exceed  a 
tine  of  two  hundred  ($200)  dollars,  or  imprisonment  for 
more  than  six  months  for  any   one  offence,  for   breach  or 
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violation  of  any  such  rules  and  regulations ;  and  it  is 
further  declared  and  enacted  that  the  regulations  and  orders 
of  said  board  hereafter  to  be  made  under  this  Act,  or  in 
relation  to  any  of  the  following  classes  of  subjects,  shall 
have  the  force  of  law  within  the  city  of  Halifax  as  if 
specially  enacted  by  the  provincial  legislature  and  incor- 
porated in  this  Act,  that  is  to  sa}^ : — 

(a).  For  the  preventing  or  mitigating  of  any  infectious, 
epidemic,  endemic  or  contagious  disease  now  or  hereafter- 
prevalent  in  the  city,  in  such  manner  as  the  board  may 
deem  expedient. 

(6).  For  supplying  medical  aid  and  accommodation 
and  medicines,  and  such  other  articles  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary. 

(c).  For  domestic  quarantine,  and  for  preventing  the 
admission  of  persons  to,  or  the  departure  of  persons  from, 
any  infected  building,  house  or  place  within  the  city,  and 
for  detaining  persons  or  things,  and  closing  up  shops, 
dwellings  and  buildings  that  have  been  exposed  to  infection 
for  inspection  or  disinfection  until  the  danger  of  infection 
is  past. 

(d).  For  the  cleaning,  purifying,  ventilating  and  dis- 
infecting of  dwellings,  hotels,  schools,  churches,  public 
buildings  and  places  of  assembly  ;  and  carriages,  cars,  and 
boats  and  conveyances  coming  into  or  landing  passengers 
in  the  city,  by  the  owners,  occupiers,  agents  or  persons 
having  charge  of  the  same. 

(e).  For  the  reporting  of  all  cases  of  disease,  the  regis- 
tration of  deaths,  and  the  safe  and  speedy  interment  of  the 
dead,  and  the  conduct  of  funerals. 

(/).  For  the  frequent  and  effectual  cleansing  of  dwell- 
ings, public  and  private  buildings,  yards  and  outhouses  by 
the  owners,  occupiers,  tenants  or  agents  of  the  same. 

(g).  For  the  removal  of  nuisances  or  anything  declared 
by  the  board  to  be  detrimental  to  the  public  health,  and 
fixing  the  extent  and  limits  within  which  the  slaughtering 
and  dressing  of  animals  for  food  shall  be  prohibited  or 
conducted. 

(h).  For  the  management  and  maintenance  of  the 
infectious  disease  hospital,  the  isolation  of  patients  out  of 
hospital,  and  their  removal  to  and  detention  therein. 

(i).  For  the  appointment  of  sanitary  police,  to  be  paid 
by  the  city,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  and  enforcing 
the  regulations  and  orders  of  the  board. 
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(?').  For  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  the 
existing  Provincial  Health  Act,  and  any  other  duty  or  act 
now  imposed  or  hereafter  to  be  imposed  by  law  upon  boards 
of  health. 

(Ic).  For  the  doing  of  any  work,  act,  matter  or  thing 
at  the  cost  and  expense  of  any  person  or  corporation  who 
has  been  ordered  and  required  by  the  board  to  do  the  same 
and  has  neglected  or  refused  to  do  so,  and  for  collecting 
and  recovering  the  amount  so  expended  by  distress  and 
sale  of  the  goods  or  property  of  the  person  or  corporation 
so  neglecting  or  refusing,  or  by  action  at  law,  or  otherwise. 

Proviso  as  to  538.  Provided  always,  however,  that  any  regulations 
GovernoHn*  y  or  order  made  by  said  board  under  this  Act  may  be  dis- 
count, allowed  at  any  time  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor-in-

notice  thereof,  if  it  be  a  general  regulation,  and  notice  to 
the  person  affected  if  it  be  a  particular  order.

done,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  police  force  or 
any  member  thereof  to  assist  the  board  or  its  officers  when 
called  upon  at  any  time.

The  condition,  construction  and  regulating  in 
respect  to  sanitary  matters  of  dwelling  houses,  schools, 
hotels,  factories,  and  public  and  private  buildings  in  the 
city  of  Halifax. 

(f).  The  inspection  and  regulating  by  license  or  other- 
wise of  the  milk  supply,  or  any  other  food  or  provision 
business  in  the  city. 

((/).  The  duties  and  work  of  the  city  medical  officer  in 
addition  to  such  as  devolve  upon  him  under  any  existing 
law,  and  of  the  city  health  officers  and  the  appointment  of 
additional  ones,  or  the  removal  of  existing  officers,  and  the 
re-organization  of  their  departments. 

(A).  Any  other  matter,  subject  or  work  under  the 
control  of  the  city  council,  which  may  be  dealt  with  by 
the  council,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board,  to  the  improve- 
ment of  the  public  health.

be  enforced,  and  also  that  the  name,  abode  and  identity  of 
the  offender  may  be  ascertained,  to  enable  the  officer  dis- 
obeyed to  proceed  against  him  for  the  penalty  then  or 
afterwards  if  necessary.

of  buildings,  or  for  other  services  relating  thereto  to 
prevent  the  further  spreading  of  fire,  and  to  suppress 
tumults  and  disorder,  and  due  obedienee  shall  be  yielded 
unto  them  for  those  services,  and  generally  at  such  fires; 
and  for  any  disobedience  of  their  orders,  information

owner  of  the  Imilding  shall  as  soon  as  may  be  make 
application  to  the  city  council,  who,  if  satisfied  with  the 
justice  of  the  claim,  shall  make  an  order  for  the  valuation 
of  the  damage  so  sustained,  to  be  made  by  three  indifferent 
persons,  and  such  persons  shall  be  sworn  before  an  alder- 
man or  justice  of  the  peace,  to  the  faithful  discharge  of 
their  duties;  and  they,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall  make- 
return  of  their  proceedings  to  the  city  council ;  whereupon 
the  city  council  shall  appoint  two  or  more  assessors,  who 
shall  tax  the  houses  that  have  not  been  burnt  in  such 
proportions  as  shall  be  deemed  just,  according  to  their 
value,  for  paying  the  damages  sustained  by  the  owner  for 
the  buildings  so  pulled  down,  and  also  charges  for  valuation, 
taxation  and  collection,  to  be  settled  before  the  making  of 
the  assessment;  and  the  assessors  shall  also  report  their 
proceedings  upon  oath  to  the  city  council ;  and  the  city 
council  shall  thereupon  issue  an  order  for  collecting  the 
moneys  so  assessed,  and  in  case  of  non-payment  of  the 
same  shall  be  levied  by  warrant  of  distress,  to  be  issued  by 
the  stipendiary  magistrate  upon  application  by  the  collec- 
tor; and  when  the  assessments  are  collected  the  city  council 
shall  order  payment  to  be  made  to  the  claimant  of  his 
damages,  according  to  the  approved  report  of  the  appraisers, 
and  also  the  payment  of  the  charges  hereinbefore  mentiond.

the  limits  of  the  city,  and  to  attach  the  wires  of  such  fire 
alarm  telegraph  to  such  erections  and  buildings,  public  and 
private,  within  the  city  as  may  be  convenient,  doing  no 
more  damage  to  such  erections  or  buildings  than  may  be 
necessary,  and  also  to  attach  strikers  to  such  church  bells 
or  other  bells  as  may  be  deemed  expedient,  without  being 
liable  to  any  suit  or  action,  unless  such  damage  is  occasioned 
by  acts  done  irrespective  of  the  operations  before  mentioned, 
or  the  neo-liofence  or  unskilfullness  of  its  servants  or 
employes. 

625.  The  city  council  of  the  city   of  Halifax   shall,  at  Board  of  fire 
the  usual  time  of  appointing  its  other   officials  each   year/8 
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appoint  such  three  persons  as  they  shall  see  fit  to  consti- 
tute the  board  of  fire  escapes  for  the  city  of  Halifax,  and 
shall  from  time  to  time  fill  any  vacancies  that  shall  occur 
in  said  board  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise.

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631.  Within  the  limits  defined  in   section  629   of  this  Briekand stone 
Act,  all  buildings  to  be  hereafter  erected  shall  be  constructed 

of  brick  or  stone  ;  and  the  ftont,  rear,  side,  end  or  other 
exterior  walls  (not  being  part}'  walls)  shall  not  be  less  than 
one  and  a  half  bricks,  of  eight  inches  each  brick,  or  twelve 
inches  thickness. 

632.  Within   such  limits   where  owners   of  adjoining  Party  wails,

6-37.  Within  such  limits  all  outhouses  or  houses  in  the 
rear  of  buildings  less  than  thirty  feet  shall  be  constructed 
of  brick  or  stone,  and  have  walls  not  less  than  twelve 
inches  thickness  ;  and,  when  less  than  fifteen  feet  high, 
the  walls  shall  not  be  less  than  one  brick  or  eight  inches 
thickness. 

608.  The  roofs  of  all  buildings  erected  within  the  said

The  duties  of  the  city  inspector  of  buildings  shall 
be  to  attend  to,  observe  constantly,  and  report  in  writing 
upon  the  erection  or  progress  of  every  house,  store,  or  other 
building  whatsoever  in  the  city  of  Halifax  and  within  the 
respective  limits  hereinbefore  specified  in  this  Act,  and  all 
repairs,  alterations  and  changes  made  of  any  buildings 
within  the  said  limits  with  the  object  and  for  the  purpose 
of  strictly  enforcing  the  provisions  and  restrictions  of  this 
Act ;  and  the  reports  of  such  inspector  of  buildings  shall  be 
made  in  such  form,  and  with  such  details  and  particulars, 
and  at  such  times  as  the  mayor  or  the  city  council  may 
direct  and  require  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  the 
inspector  of  buildings,  by  direction  and  vote  of  the  city

665.  The  inspector  of  buildings  shall  have  authority 
at  all  proper  seasons  to  enter  into  and  upon  any  buildings, 
grounds  and  premises  within  the  respective  limits  of  this 
Act,  and  to  stay  thereon  a  reasonable  time,  with  free  access 
to  all  parts  thereof,  as  far  as  requisite  for  the  full  and 
effectual  performance  of  his  duties  ;  and  any  person  refusing 
him  access  and  entry,  or  in  any  way  obstructing  him 
therein,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  four 
dollars  nor  more  than  eight  dollars,  and  in  default  of  pay- 
ment to  imprisonment  in  the  jail  or  the  city  prison  not  to 
exceed  fourteen  days. 


Express  duty  of 
inspector. 


666.  It  shall  be  the  express  duty  of  the  inspector  of 
buildings  to  examine  all  foundations  of  houses  as  the  work 
proceeds,  and  whenever  any  violation  of  this  law  in  respect 
of  any  buildings,  additions,  or  erection  occurs,  to  report  the 
same,  and  to  bring  the  matter  before  the  city  conncil  at  its 
first  meeting  for  their  decision  ;  and  w:hen  directed  by 
resolution  of  council  to  cause  steps  to  be  taken  to  enforce  the 
law  thereupon  by  suit  for  penalties  incurred,  or  by  order- 
ing and  causing  any  illegal  building  adjudged  to  be  a 
nuisance  to  be  taken  down. 
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TITLE    IX. 

LICENSES. 

I. — Shows,   Exhibitions,  &c. 

6C7.  The  city  council  may  make  by-laws  to  regulate  Licenses  for 
all  public  lectures,  theatrical  and  musical  exhibitions  and  tiws'&pXh&c' 
public  shows,  and  all  exhibitions  of  whatever  name  or 
nature  to  which  admission  is  obtained  on  payment  of 
money,  and  all  street  music,  on  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  may  seem  just  and  reasonable,  and  to  regulate  the  same 
from  time  to  time  in  such  a  manner  as  may  appear  necessary 
to  preserve  order  and  decorum,  and  to  prevent  the  inter- 
ruption of  peace  and  quiet,  and  the  council  shall,  in  their 
discretion,  grant  written  licenses  for  the  same.  The  person 
obtaining  such  license  shall  pay  therefor  such  fee  or  sum  of 
money  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  any  by-law  of  the  said 
council. 

II. — Hacks  and  Trucks. 

668.  No  person  shall  keep,  use  or  derive   for  hire   any  licenses  for 
carriage,  waggon,  sleigh,  cab,  car,  cart,  truck,  sled,  or  other  *5a"^^atj£,n 
conveyance  for  the  transportation  of  any  goods,  merchan- 
dize,  furniture,   fuel,   or  other  articles  whatever,  without 

first  obtaining  a  license  for  such  purpose  from  the  city 
council,  for  which  he  shall  pay  the  sum  of  three  dollars  ;

Five  dollars  shall  entitle  such  person 
to  keep  two  horses  and  no  more  ;  for  each  additional  horse 
above  two  he  shall  pay  one  dollar,  to  be  collected  and  paid 
in  the  same  manner  as  at  present,  and  under  the  same 
penalties  for  non-compliance  with  the  laws.

herein  shall  apply  to  the  carriages  or  cars  of  any  incorpor- 
ated company  operating  under  Act  of  the  legislature.

security  to  be  given,  the  numbering  and  putting  names  on 
the  trucks  and  the  stand  where  they  mav  be  stationed,  to 
prevent  the  leaving  of  any  trucks,  carts,  sleds,  or  other 
vehicles  upon  the  streets  or  squares,  and  in  every  respect 
to  regulate  the  conduct  of  truckmen.

ing, and  the  kind  of  trucks,  carts,  cars  and  .sleds,  or  other 
vehicles  of  any  kind  used  for  the  transportation  of  goods, 
fuel,  or  other  articles  of  any  description  within  the  city  of 
Halifax  for  hire,  pay,  or  wages,  and  to  regulate  their  speed 
through  the  streets  of  said  city,  and  to  prevent  the  noise  of 
the  same  ;  and  may  by  ordinance  or  resolution  establish  or 
alter  the  fares  and  prices  to  be  charged  and  taken  by  the 
keepers,  owners,  or  drivers  of  carriages,  trucks,  and  all 
other  vehicles  mentioned  in  this  section. 

674.  No  person  shall  ride  or  drive  any  horse  at  full 
speed  or  in  a  disorderly  manner  in  the  public  streets  of 
the  city  of  Halifax.  Persons  violating  this  provision  shall 
forfeit  a  sum  not  less  than  two  dollars  nor  more  than  forty 
dollars  for  each  offence,  or  in  default  of  payment  not  less 
than  ten  nor  more  than  ninety  days'  imprisonment.

hundred  dollars  ;  such  licenses  shall  continue  in  force  for 
one  year.  The  council  may  by  by-law  regulate  the  form 
and  granting  of  such  licenses. 

V.— Hawkers,  Petty  Chapmen-,  and  Peddlers. 

678.  The  city  council   are  hereby  authorized  to   pass  Hawkers  and

persons  who  carry  on  business  therein  but  are  not  assessed 
for  on  real  or  personal  property,  and  all  persons  who  go 
from  place  to  place  or  to  other  men's  houses  on  foot  or 
with  any  animal  bearing  or  drawing  any  goods,  wares,  or 
merchandize  for  sale,  or  in  or  with  an}'  boat,  vessel  or  other 
craft,  or  otherwise  carrying  goods,  wares,  or  merchandize 
for  sale  within  said  city  ;  and  for  fixing  the  sum  to  be  paid 
for  a  license  for  exercising  such  calling  within  the  city,  and 
the  time  the  license  shall  be  in  force,  and  to  fix  penalties  or 
imprisonment,  or  both,  for  breach  of  any  such  ordinance. 
Nothing  in  this  clause  shall  apply  to  persons  bringing  to 
market  milk,  vegetables,  or  other  produce,  the  product  of 
any  farm  owned  or  occupied  by  the  persons  bringing  to  or 
offering  such  produce  for  sale  in  the  city,  or  shall  prevent 
such  persons  or  their  servants  from  selling  or  offering  such 
produce  for  sale  without  any  license  therefor.

Persons  convicted  of  digging  up 
the  soil,  or  encumbering  it  with  manure,  offal,  dirt,  ashes, 
earth,  stone  or  rubbish  ;  of  destroying,  removing  or  damag- 
ing buildings,  fences,  trees  or  shrubs  thereon  ;  of  injuring 
the  ponds  or  taking  from  them  ice  or  water,  or  using  the 
same  in  any  way  contrary  to  the  regulations  in  force,  shall, 
in  addition  to  the  penalty,  be  liable  to  pay  all  expenses 
incurred  in  behalf  of  the  city  in  removing  encumbrances, 
and  in  making  <;ood  the  damage,  and  the  value  of  anything 
taken  away  or  damaged — which  expenses  or  damage  may 
be  recovered  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction. 

698.  The  four  directors  not  members  of  the  city 
council  at  present  serving  as  directors  of  Point  Pleasant 
Park,  and  their  successors,  with  the  mayor  of  the  city  and 
one  alderman  from  each  ward,  to  be  elected  annually  by  the

Poor  Asylum.  706.     The  poor  of  the  city  of  Halifax,  who  by  law  are 

chargeable  upon  its  inhabitants,  shall  be  accommodated, 
supported  and  relieved  in  the  poor  asylum  under  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  city  council.

Pensions,  &c.  707.     No   pension,  out-door   allowance,  or   other  relief 

granted  to  persons  not  residing  in  the  asylum,  shall  be 
granted  or  paid  out  of  any  funds  raised  by  assessment  in 
the  city. 

city  of  Halifax  708.  The  city  of  Halifax  shall  be  a  poor  district  within 
D°iiiCttUted  Poor  the  meaning  of  chapter  35  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  "  Of 
the  Settlement  and  Support  of  the  Poor,"  and  shall  under 
the  direction  of  the  city  council,  or  any  committee  thereof 
by  it  authorized  in  that  behalf,  have  all  the  powers  of 
overseers  of  the  poor  under  the  said  statute,  or  any  amend- 
ment thereof,  or  any  other  statute  of  the  province,  and 
subject  to  the  modifications  hereinafter  stated,  the  provisions 
of  sections  3  (as  amended  by  chapter  20  of  the  Acts  of

Any  person  over  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years,  other  than  a  parent,  with  whom  such 
child  ordinarily  lives  or  resides,  or  who  controls,  or  is  in  a 
position  to  control,  or  assumes  to  control,  or  has  the 
apparent  charge  of  such  child.

and  on  everv  stick  of  ton  timber  shall  mark  in  figures  the 
contents  in  cubic  feet,  the  initials  of  his  name,  and  the 
private  mark  of  the  purchaser  ;  and  on  all  deals  and  plank 
shall  mark  in  lead  on  the  ends  the  length,  breadth,  thickness, 
and  superficial  contents,  and  his  own  private  mark  ;  and  on 
all  boards  the  superficial  contents  and  his  private  mark. 

771.  The  surveyors  of  lumber  shall  receive  the  follow- 
ing fees,  viz. : 

For  measuring-  and  surveving  all  ton  timber,  five  cents 
per  ton,  together  with  seven  cents  for  every  mile  they  shall 
necessarily  travel  in  coming  to  the  place  of  survey.

TITLE    XIV. 

PROTECTION  OF  INEBRIATES. 

Home**68  ^81.     The  city  of  Halifax  is  hereby  authorized  to  pro- 

vide and  maintain  an  asylum  or  home  for  the  confinement 
and  treatment  of  inebriates,  (hereinafter  called  the  Inebriates' 
Home,  or  The  Home),  said  inebriates'  home  to  be  located  in 
the  city  or  county  of  Halifax,  within  a  radius  of  ten  miles 
from  the  city  hall. 

Appointment  of        782.     The  city  council  shall   appoint  a  superintendent, 
superintendent.  ancj  suck  ot]ier  0fficers  or  keepers  as  may  be  necessary  in 

the  opinion  of  such  council,  from  time  to  time,  for  the 
proper  government  of  said  home,  and  shall  fix  from  time  to 
time  such  sum  for  the  monthly  keep  of  each  person  com- 
mitted to  or  under  treatment  in  such  home,  as  shall  be 
sufficient  in  the  opinion  of  said  city  council  to  make  said 
home  self-supporting. 

Appropriation  of  783.  Notwithstanding  any  provisions  in  the  Liquor 
License  Act  of  1886, or  any  other  Act  passed  or  to  be  passed 
on  the  subject  of  licenses,  or  as  to  the  application  of  fines 
and  penalties,  the  city  council  may  apply  the  proceeds  of 
all  fines  imposed  and  collected  in  the  police  court  at  Halifax, 
or  by  the  stipendiary  magistrate  of  said  city  for  drunken- 
ness, or  for  breach  of  the  License  Act  of  1886,  or  any  other 
Act  or  law  in  reference  to  the  sale  or  disposal  of  intoxicating 
liquors,  towards  the  support  and  maintenance  of  said 
inebriates'  home ;  and  in  the  event  of  a  deficit  in  any  year  of 
the  revenue  of  said  home  to  meet  the  running  or  ordinary 
expenditure,  the  same  may,  by  resolution  of  said  council,  be 
met  and  made  good  out  of  the  license  fund,  or  any  moneys 
collected  or  received  by  said  city  from  licenses  for  the  sale 
of  intoxicating  liquors,  and  if  there  be  no  such  fund,  or  the 
same  be  not  sufficient,  such  deficit  or  the  balance  thereof 
may  be  assessed  for  and  included  in  the  civic  estimates  for 
the  year  following. 
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784.  When  any  person  is  charged  before  the  stipendiary  Person  charged 
magistrate  of  the  city  of  Halifax  with  drunkenness,  or  with  £2.  drunken 
drunkenness   coupled  with  any  other  offence  or   crime,  and 

the  evidence  offered  woulo1  in  the  opinion  of  said  magistrate 
warrant  him  in  convicting  the  party  charged  of  drunken- 
ness, the  said  magistrate  may,  at  the  request  of  the  father, 
mother,  husband,  wife,  son,  daughter,  brother,  sister,  or  law- 
ful guardian  of  the  person  so  charged,  commit  such  person  to 
said  inebriates'  home  for  a  period  not  less  than  one  month, 
and  not  more  than  six  months,  on  the  relatives  or  guardian 
of  such  person  giving  security,  to  the  satisfaction  of  such 
magistrate,  to  pay  to  the  city  of  Halifax  the  sum  fixed  or 
to  be  fixed  by  the  city  council  for  the  keep  and  maintenance 
of  an  inmate  in  such  home,  and  such  confinement  in  said 
home  shall  be  in  lieu  of  any  fine  or  imprisonment,  or  any 
other  penalty  prescribed  by  law  for  such  offence  of 
drunkenness.
